183 Pcr$ons Aboard

Near Ireland, Scotland 


STRANRAER, Scotland OD-The 
c a r ferry 
Princess Victoria ran 
into a hurricane between Ireland 
and Scotland today and shore sta­ 
tions in Ireland said IOO persona 
were feared to have lost their lives 
when they w ere forced to abandon 
ship. 


Intercepted radio m essages said 
som e of the 183 persons aboard 
w ere being picked up by rescue 
vessels 
One of these vessel re­ 
ported seeing several bodies float­ 
ing in the wind-whipped sea. 


The 2.964-ton ship w as on her 
reg u lar 36-rn lie run between this 
Scottish port an L am e, Northern 
Ireland. 


Among the passengers w ere Maj. 
J. M. Sinclair, Northern Ireland * 
finance m inister; Sir W alter Sm iles 
an Ulster unionist m em ber of Par­ 
liam ent;

Gusts which whipped over Scot­ 
land a* 113 m iles an hour tipped 
the little ste a m e r over at a $5 
degree list, radio m essages said, 
and Capt. J a m e s Ferguson sent 
out an SOS.

sengers and 59 crew m en to aban­ 
don ship in the hurricane
